of liis army of faithful followers. Through two lines he was a deseeinlant <if Irlsii Hirdeateher and in ap- 
pearance probably was luiieb like his celebrated ancestor. His raeitig covered four years aud it would have 
l■een iH'tter for Ills fame if his last year ih raeiug had been timitted. he Ix'itig then nothing like the grand 
i.iee horse he had Iteen the year Itefore. Still showing a dicker of his youthful dre, he ran some good races 
that year without being able to win. 

■MeChesney began iiis racing at LaUaiia when a two-year-old as Hie proiierty of Oots Brothers. Before 
if won a race they sold him to J. S. Ward and no doubt altundauH.v regretted the sale afterwards.

Isiokiug over the re.-ords of the leading jockeys 
on the English turf for tin* past fifty-five year, we 
tinil some in ten-sling and lieciiiedl.v remarkable 
itgures. During liiiif long pi-riod of English raeing, 
the honor of leading the riders for the different sea- 
sons has lieen vnm hy laily twenty ilitlereiit jis-keys. 

In IStjli, G. Fordhaui. known as "the little de- 
mon,” i-arri.-ii olT tlie lea.iiug honors witli 14(> wins 
and reiieaied tliis sm-cess in IMil, 1S02. ISti.’!, IStir,, 
iN!T, l.MiS. l.sti'.i and 1S71. Fnrdhain ro.le over 1,590 
winners during his eareei- on the turf and, while he 
lo.le only one winner of the Derliy, hail tlie honor 
lit piloting I’oui- Oaks winners, liesides the winners 
of man.v oilier v.-ilnalile stakes. Fordham ranks 
next to the pheiioiucual Archer in the jocki-y history 
of the English turf. F. .Areher's name first appears 
Hie list of winning jia-keys in 187.3, when he 
linished secoml with lol wins. Tlie following year 
.Archer for the first lime linisbi><l ar Tlie top of the 
jiM-k.-y list ami Ilieii hel.l lluil .-ovetod position for 
twelve more years against all opposlrion. Besi.les 
'leading Hit- joi-keys lor thirteen coiiseeut ive years, 
linriug which time he rode over 2.7o9 winners, .Archer 
piiiite.l home five D.-fby winners, four winners of the 
Oaks, ami six winners of tlie St. Legi-r. The re- 
murkulile career of tliis famous jo.-k.-y lias never 
been surpus.seil nor i-veii eiiiialeU in any eountry, nor 
is there any likeliliooit that the future will pr.aliice 
his equal, much less his superior. 

.Another jockev who achieved consi.lerable fame 
at his chosen profession was M. CaiiiKiu. who was 
at the head of the jockey list for six different sea 
sons. 

Ill i;»9t) an American jockey, L. ReifC. won first 
(ilace. with 143 wins, and his brother, J. Reitl. 
rtiiislied third with .124. O. .AJadd.-u won the lead 
iug honor four- rimes and AA’. Higgs had the honor 
on two different o<-casioiis. Danny Maher, the 
leader of 1908 and 19i:3, made aii enviable record 
during hik fourteen .rears on the English turf, as 
did Frank AA'oottou in leading for four of the six 
.seasons in whieh he has lieen riding. The followiUi 
rahle shows the three leading j.a-keys -with the num 
bi-f of winners they rode ea.h year from 18(50 to 
1913. inclusive

The defemi 
iint appealed on the gioiiiid~ that the olTeiiee ehargeil 
was led Ineliideil in the offenees ereiilml b.v section 
l.Vl of Die Didicc tittenecs .\ct, under which he had 
teen elmrged. and that no olTenee was diselosml 
, against lhal .\el or against the regulations made iiy 
' Hie eomtnilti-e of the Victorian Kaeing Clnh. 

'I'lii' nialler <•ilnle on for argimient before Mr. 
.Iiisiiee a’Heeketl. .Mr. .Iiisliee Hooil. and .Mr. .liis- 
tiee Ciissen In its reivirt of the proeeetlings flie 
••.\ge'’ states that .Mr. .MeArflitir. who ap|iear,-d 
bir tile resmindents. said section l.'i.'l of the Police 
DOeiiees .\et gave laiwcr to the cominUtee of the 
iMeilig eliih to make regiil.itions for the control of 
iHM.kinaking. and to preserils* eoinliflons and fix 
charges. The committee thus had power to prevent 
people without permits carrying on the business of 
a iKiokmaker. , , 

Mr. .Instice H<s.d: The .\ct of Parliament only 

gives the committee of the club power to make 



regulations. There was no cuntriivciition of that 
section b.v defendant. 

•Mr. Mc.Vrthiir: The real offence is carrying on Die 

liiisiucss of a bisikmakcr wltlKiut a license. Tech- 
nically tin* offence is under section 15:i. .\11 we have 

to show is that defciidanl was carrying ou bis voca- 
tion without a license. 

.Mr. Justice HoikI: Von cliarge him with com- 

mitting a partieulur offence, and that otfonce does 
not exist iiiuler the section which he is charged. 

Mr. Justice a’Heckett: There might be a law 

under which persons might he licensed to sell fish 
ou the course. A man sells fish, and he is brought 
np on a charge of carrying on the business of a 
fishmonger eontrar.v to tlie Act of Darliainent. But 
he would have coinniitted no offence against the 
.Vet — only against the regulations which the Act 
gave iKiwer to make, and which regulations may -t 
may not have Imen framed. 

Mr. Justice Ilmal said the charge at the lower 
(’.oiirt would require to be amended to create an 
offence. 

•Mr. Jnsliee a’Beekett. In delivering the judgnieat 
of the (Jonrt. said the section under whieh defend- 
ant was charged contained tirovksioiis under which 
regulations might be made b.v the racing eliiii to 
govern bettin"-. and to make provision against what 
defendant had been doing, viz., carrying ou the 
business of a bookmaker witliont a license. The 
section also gave the eliih power to fix their own 
penalities for the breach of any such regulations 
when made. The mistake had been made of charg- 
ing defendant with having committed an offence 
against the Act Itself, whereas all he could have 
done would have been to liave committed an offen*e 
against anv regulations which may have lieeii made 
under the '.Vet. .No offence under the Act having 
btH'n slKiwn. the order nisi would be made absoluti, 
and the conviction quashed, with costs. 

THE AGE OF ENGLISH RACEHORSES. 

In an article recently published, the layudou 
Times, in eouimeiitiug on the Liverpool Grand Na- 
tional. draws attention to the age to whieh steeple- 
chasers last ill England, and says a different eon- 
dition of affairs prevails in raring under JiK-key 
dull Bub'S. ,\t the present time horses generally 
cease to run when just ationt the age at which the.v 
used to iK'giii. Of llic 4.<i’Jl sliirters last year 
in fiat races in England 7I!1 only were five-year 
olds and upwards, further examination simwiiig 
that the live-vear-ohls were miich more nnmeroiis 
than the six-.vears-olds, which in turn prialoininatcd 
largely over the aged horses. On the other hand, 
the great E<-li)>se never ran till he was five, and in 
this he seems- to have differed little from tin* major- 
ity of his periisl. Then the two-year-old races were 
scareel.v known: now, of last seastin’s rnnners no 
fewer "than LTk) were of that age. 

"It nia.v be.” eoiitinnes The 'Times, "that the 
horses of a former geiieratiou lasted longer because 
they were sonmier: imb'cd, there are iiiaii.v persons 
who will be strong in support of this theory. But 
there is another reason for. the early withdrawal 
of good animals. Engagements are. as a rule, made 
ehietl.v for two-year-olds and three-year-olds, in cer- 
tain I'ases for foiir-.vear-olds. .Vn exainiiiation of 
the volume of 'Races to ("onie’ demonstrates how 
seldom thev are made for the elders. If, therefore, 
a horse has acquired a considerable reputation at the 
end of his foiir-.vear-old career, there is a tempta- 
tion. with stud fees as high as they are at iireseiit, 
to take him out of training. He may lose the high 
character he has gained if he continues to comiieto, 
owners of good mares will then bo less desirous of 
Ills , services. 

"Then it is pointed out boxy unusual it is to sec 
a six-yeiir-ohl horse comiieting in an iiii|Kirtant 
weight-for-age race in Eiiglund. and Hint ’last 
year in Hi-!' .\seot Gold Giip there was no starter 
.among the eight over five years old, tiiid luaie 
among the seven in 101‘J. nor aiimng the six in 
DJll. In 1!»1b there were a eouiile of six-year-olds 
in a field of l.'l. none among the six in ItHK*. in llt(i.s 
one and an aged horse otit of six, and not one among 
the nine in 1!»o7. During tliewx years .o.") horses went 
to Hie iHtst for this trophy, and it will astonish most 
Iicoiile to learn that the iiunilier inclmled only 
three six-vear-okls and Mr. tVasliinglon Siimcr’s 
Tovpoint, then aged eight, an exeeptioiial animal. 
This is significant, and we are inclined to seek the 
explanation in the valim of horses for stud pur- 
Iiosr.s. 'The owner of Eclipse is said to liave boasted 
that during the 2:’> years from 1774 to 1791! he re- 
ceived $12.".IKH» in fees. The horsr> was naturally 
regarded as a wonder, aud had. It will be seen, 
an asloiiisliiiigl.v long period of service, for he was 
foaled during Hie great eclipse of 17(!4. He was the 
sire of winners. To show how things have 

ehanged. it mav Ix' noted that in the ten years 
during which Dersimiiioii stood aj Saudringliam he 
earned no less a sitiii than $ti:»7,07.7. Mares are 
usually retired young heeaiise their owners arc an- 
xious that they should not endanger their vitality 
by too arduous work. In some eases it is thought 
that two .seasons in training are suftieient.’’

laii'enliiig tlie deeadeiiee of horsemanship in England, 
deljvPr>xi biiiiself as follows: 

"I’.iit it is not .so iiHieh to discuss styles that wo 
revive Hiis lime-woni question of race riding as to 
ask wliethor it woiilil not be advisalile to allor tlie 
ttiqiiolto wliicli at iircsent olitaiiis, and permits jock- 
eys wlio fc<*l sure they cannot win to ease tlicir 
horses a long i1istaii<-c from the wiiiiiiiig laist. in 
.Vustralia ami other countries tliey liave a rule whicli 
iiiiikes it eoiiipiilsory for ever.v jockey lo riilc ills 
lieise clean out. and thus give tlie liaiidicap|S'r every 
eli!'ii<-e of sis'iiig what eaeli liorse can do. Tlie one 
gnat otiji'ction to siicli a rule here seems to be tliat 
a severe rai'e, first time out. iiiiglit injure a highly- 
slriing two-year-old I<j tlie extent of making him use- 
less for future racing. DHiers tliere are who eon- 
tiiiil that every liorse requires a raee in public Is'- 
f<.re being put "to toji pressure, and some oven go so 
far as to say tliat tiorses can only be trained on Hie 
raee course. The last-named expression of opinion 
IS alisiird. and we slioiild like to hear wliat John 
Porter had to sa.v to aiiytaidy giving vent to siieli 
ideas. 'To say the least, it is a retleetion on the 
i'.billt.v of Hie trainers of today. It Is eertaiii tliat 
I'cre anil there a iiorse crops up tliat defies ail the 
mtliodox ideas of training, but fi'W indeed are tliey 
Hint eimnot is* trained right up to the last oiiiieo on 
Hie home gallops. 

".At all times tliei')' liave lieeii men wlio ex- 
plixited race liorses for tlie sole piiriKea- of gain, 
lint never was Hie spirit of eonimereialisui so ram- 
pant in the sjiort of rai'iiig as it is tiwla.v. 'Time 
after Hiiii' do we si*e horses run. ridden l>y second 
rat'' jixkeys and a liit aliove Ihemselvi's in condi- 
tion. iiiilil they have secured a lowly place in Hie 
haiidieaii. 'Tlie presi'iit rules do not proliiliit siii-h 
pnieliees. and ni> matter liow ki'eiily euHiusiustie 
tile Iiaiidi<apper may be about his work, he eiiiiuot 
fell what a Iiorse can do after he lias bad those 
few extra gallops, aud when Maher is siilistituted 
for .A. Novice in the saddle. Having Hie horses 
ridden clean out in every race woiilil lielp Iiiiii some- 
what. for if a Iiorse lias anv latent, merit lie will 
generally s|iow some signs of it if permitted to lio 
so. On" Hie (itlier liand. so long iis owners and 
trainers iire perniitfcd to .give Hie iiistniotioiis ‘If 
.veil can't win. don’t knock him alsuit.’ a rcady- 
iiiiuic cloak is at once provi<lcd with wliicli the uii- 
scrupulous <iin cover tlioir iiiisileeds. .Moreover. 
Hie giM'ii. honest, striiiglilforwavil Eiiglisii sportsiiiaii 
wlio says ‘If you ciiiTt win. get as close as you

iiiiuni slioiild III' idiieed ou sisirl in its true sense
